SUBJECT : Annual Publication by the Federal Register 
of Records Systems of the CIA Subject to 
the Privacy Act 


1. The Federal Register is planning to publish the 
records systems of all government agencies, subject to the 
Privacy Act, on 27 September 1977. They have set a dead- 

“.line of 31 August 1977 by which time these records systems 
‘must be at the Federal Register. 


2. Attached are three copies of the documents neces- 
sary to have CIA's systems published: a) A statement to 
the Federal Register explaining past and current changes; 
b) a preamble to be published with the records systems ex- 
plaining to the general public the changes to the records 
systems since they were last published in their entirety; 
and, c) the records systems themselves. 


3. You will note the extensive editing on the proof 
copy furnished by the Federal Register. This was done, and 
in this manner, at their request. 


4. Please note that we are forwarding copies of the 
two new records systems to the President of the Senate, the 
Speaker of the House, the Director of OMB, and the Chairman 
of the Privacy Protection Study Commission. In our accom- 
panying correspondence, we state that these systems of re- 
cords are being sent to the Federal Register for public comment 
on 31 August 1977. =

Pursuant to the Notice published in the Federal Register 
of 8 April 1977 (42 FR No. 68, Pgs. 18759 through 18765), and 
an undated memorandum of revised instructions, with a 1976 
proof copy of records systems attached, the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency herewith provides the current compilation of its 
records systems subject to the Privacy Act of 1974. 


As the memorandum requests, changes to our systems of 
records, since last published in their entirety in the 
Federal Register on 7 September 1976 (41 FR No. 174, Pgs. 
37691 through 37716), are reflected on the 1976 proof copy 
and presented in the following manner: 


1. Changes already published in the Federal Register, 
(16 May 1977, TD ER No FR No. 94, Pgs. 24759 through —_ 
24761); These are entered on the proof copy by 
hand-printed notations. The only exception to 
these hand-printed entries is at CIA--21 (preof 
copy Pg. 417) where, at the bottom of the page, 

3 columns of the Federal Register's printed ver-~- 
sion is entered. Please note that CIA--22 is 
deleted; it was merged with CIA--Zl. 


2. Changes not published to date in the Federal 
Régister: These changes are éntéred on the proof 
copy in typewriter form. They are extensive and 
include the addition of two new record systems, 
CIA--60 and 61. Also, note that a complete new 
listing of records systems, in order of presen~ 
tation by numerical sequence, is attached fol- 
lowing proof copy Pg. 409.
